This rule, carried out with the utmost secrecy 
and celerity of movement, may be said to have 
been the great secret of Napoleon’s success. The 
more one studies that grand campaign of 1815, 
the more is one unwillingly convinced that had 
Napoleon then been physically the man he was 
at Rivoli, he would have defeated Wellington at 
Waterloo as he had just defeated Blücher at 
Ligny. Napoleon failed, because at that period 
of his life he lacked one of those qualities which 
are essential to military success. Не was suffer- 
ing from such terrible physical ailments that the 
marvellous energy of the past was at times alto- 
gether lacking to him.”

MR. SIMMONDS'S FATAL 
BALLOON VOYAGE. 


WE print on one of our centre pages Messieurs 
Fradelle and Young's portrait—a very lifelike 
one, indeed—of the late London aeronaut, 
Professor Simmonds ; and our Artist depicts the 
sad balloon disaster which ended in this ex- 
perienced aerial sailor's painful death. Before 
reverting to that lamentable disaster, we would 
say a word or two about 


MR. SIMMONDS'S CHANNEL MISHAP, 


which is the subject of an Illustration on the 
opposite page.

The ascent was made from Canterbury on Satur- 
day morning, March 4, 1882, at half-past eleven. 
The wind was north-west—favourable at start- 
ing for their projected trip across the English 
Channel. But the wind changed shortly after 
they passed over the Admiralty Pier at Dover, 
and Mr. Simmonds saw there was no chance of 
their reaching Calais. When the balloon reached 
mid-Channel the wind chopped to south-west. 
The two voyagers immediately determined to 
descend, and donned their cork jackets to be 
prepared foreventualities. The balloon descended, 
and struck the sea at 2.32 p.m. The car 
being in the water, their legs were com- 
| pletely submerged. But they looked for 
| safety to the Dover and Calais packet, a few 
miles off. The steamer Foam (Captain Jutelet 
in command) made for the balloon. At 2°46, 
! after some difficulty, owing to the flapping of 
| the balloon against the vessel (the passengers 
| being kept from the bulwarks to avoid suffoca- 
| tion from the tremendous rush of gas from the 
| balloon), Professor Simmonds and Colonel Brine 
| were enabled to climb on board the steamer 
| from the boat that had saved them. А hawser 
jam then fastened to the balloon, which was 
| hauled on to the bow of the Foam. Poor 
| Simmonds and the Colonel were glad to get back 
|to Dover. The late Professor on thyee sub- 
sequent occasions succeeded in crossing the 
Channel. 


THE COSMO'S LAST VOYAGE 


was commenced by Professor Simmonds with the 
avowed object of reaching Vienna. We supple- 
ment the account in the last Issue of The Penny 
Illustrated Paper by further particulars. 


PROFESSOR SIMMONDS ASCENDED 


in the Cosmo balloon, with Mr. Field and Mr. 
Miers, from the grounds of the Irish Exhibition 
at Olympia, West Kensington, on Monday after- 
noon, the Twenty-seventh of August. The fabric 


of the balloon was of the ordinary silken material, 
which is specially woven for balloon purposes: 
but instead of a coating of varnish, it was covere 
with an india-rubber composition. The car, too, 
was of a different construction to those generally 
used. Instead of being made of wicker-work, it 
was composed of stout wire rings, and as, on 
striking the ground, this arrangement naturally 
collapsed, the inmates were deprived of that pro- 
tection which a stronger wicker-work basket 
would afford under similar cireumstances. 
THE BALLOON FELL IN A BARLEY-FIELD 


at Ulting, a bleak spot about a mile and a half 
from Wickham Station, on the Great Eastern 
Railway, and some three or four miles from 
Maldon. Divided by a narrow roadway is 
another field, on the edge of which are four elm- 
trees in a line, about twenty or thirty yards apart 
from each other, and it was in the tallest of these 
that the grapnel iron caught after ploughing 
through the first corn-field for some distance. 
Mr. Simmonds appears to have opened the valve 
with the object of avoiding the trees, but it was 
then too late, as, although the balloon got past 
safely, the next moment the grapnel had caught 
in the upper branches. Three men, two of whom 
were working in a blacksmith's shop close by, 
ran to the assistance of the aeronauts, the 
balloon now plunging and swaying about in the 
most violent manner.. Mr. Simmonds called to 
them to catch hold of the trail rope, which is а 
rope suspended from the balloon for the purpose 
of enabling bystanders, when a descent 1з being 
effected, to assist in bringing the balloon to à 
standstill.

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showed that they were fully aware of the perilous 
nature of their position. The men below had not 
long to wait, as, with a desperate plunge, the 
balloon once more struck the ground. ‘The 
would-be rescuers rushed to the car, and, catch- 
ing hold of the sides, tried with all their strength 
to hold fast the balloon. For a moment or two 
they succeeded, but the strength of fifty men 
was needed for the purpose, and an instant after- 
wards the balloon was again swinging up and 
down on the line, like a huge kite, many feet 
above their heads. The balloon struck the earth 
a third time, but rose before the men could again 
seize it, and this time on its reascending 
THE EXPLOSION OCCURRED, 


and the torn balloon with its human freight was 
precipitated into the corn-field. Бу this time 
several other persons had arriyed on the scene, 
and no time was lost in rendering assistance to 
the unfortunate aeronauts. All three were un- 
conscious. Mr. Simmonds was at the bottom of 
the car, and Mr. Miers-and Mr. Field, with a 
number of bags of ballast, were lying on the top 
of him. ‘They were all entangled with the 
ropes, and, seen through the open network of 
the car, they looked, to use the words of a 
bystander, ‘‘ like a lot of birds in a cage."

wreck, all the ropes having to be cut away 
before they could be got out. They were laid

in the field, and every means which could be 
suggested was used to restore them to conscious- 
ness. . After a lapse of about three-quarters of 
an hour, 
MR. FIELD AND MR. MIERS 

recovered their senses, but all efforts to restore 
Mr. Simmonds were unavailing. He was removed 
to a public-house, and died without having re- 
covered consciousness. ‘The accident took place 
at ten minutes past five. Mr. W. L. Field ала 
Mr. Miers were conveyed to Maldon. Some 
difficulty was experienced in fitting up a vehicle 
so as to carry the former, who was suffering from 
a fractured thigh and a broken leg, with the 
least amount of inconvenience and pain. Mr. 
Field is over 6 ft. 4in. in height: but by the use 
of some boards and ropes an omnibus was made 
into a temporary ambulance waggon, and the 
journey effected with as much ease to the injured 
man as was possible under the circumstances. 
Mr. Miers, who escaped with sound limbs, though 
naturally much affected by the shock, was con- 
veyed to Maldon in a four-wheeled chaise. 


MR. SIMMONDS'S CAREER. 

The voyage of the Cosmo which ended во 
disastrously was the 495th made by Mr. 
Simmonds in an experience extending over a 
period of thirty years. Four of his ascents were 
made in the United States, six in India, and one 
in Egypt. Five times Mr. Simmonds crossed the 
Channel. Of his Channel journeys two were to 
France, one to Holland, and one was across the 
Trish Channel from Preston to Dublin. Among 
other journeys which Mr. Simmonds made was

опе from Swansea іо Simonsbath, in Devonshire, 
which was the place of his birth. Mr. Simmonds 
was in charge of the balloon in which on July 9, 
1874, the Belgian ‘* Flying Man," Vincent De 
Groof, ascended from Cremorne Gardens to test 
the powers of his parachute, with which he 
claimed to have made a successful descent of 
400 ft. in Essex during the previous month. We 
illustrated this complicated parachute, together 
with “А Hundred Years of Ballooning’’ in The 
Penny Illustrated Paper of August 4. The 
experiment was fatal to De Groof, whose 
apparatus on this occasion would not act, and 
who was dashed to pieces on the pavement of a 
street in Chelsea. 


Mr. J. H. Harrison held an inquiry at the 
Townhall, Maldon, on the body of Mr. Simmonds, 
when the jury simply returned a verdict of 
* Accidental death." Не was fifty-four. His 


remains were interred in Norwood Cemetery 
last Saturday, the mourning carriages, con- 
taining the widow, Mrs. Simmonds, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter (brother-in-law and sister of the deceased), 
and other friends. А large crowd was gathered 
іш the ааай, amongst them being several 
aeronauts; including Mr. Т.

dynasty. This is the Funeral Papyrus of 
Queen Makara. The Engraving is from the 
Photograph executed by Herr Emil Brugsch, 
Keeper of the Museum of Egyptian Anti- 
quities at Boolak. Тһе peculiar relic of past 
Centuries was discovered with many other 
antiquities and some mummies at Deir - el- 
Bahari, near Thebes. We have here represented 
One of the last pages of the Queen’s funeral 
Papyrus. Queen Makara, wife of Pinotem II., is 
Shown, seated on a chair, crowned with a vulture 
head-dress, emblematic of the Goddess Maut; 
With the Royal asp on her brow and a large 
lotus-bud in her hand. The two tables before 
her are piled with funeral offerings. A priest, 
assisted by an acolyte, pours a libation of water 
in honour of the deceased. Behind the Queen 
Stands her mummy, covered with hieroglyphed 
legends and inscribed with her name in a Royal 


Oval. Under the Queen's feet, in sixteen vertical 


columns of hieroglyphs, is a long speech, sup- 

sed to be spoken by Makara herself regarding 

er own virtues. In the lower register of the 
design, we note the funeral procession omn its 
Way to the tomb. The curious in such things 
Will find an Egyptian papyrus or two in the col- 
lection of our British Museum in Great Russell- 
street.

the sceue. He found the body lying on its back 
across the gateway, and the briefest possible exam- 
ination was sufficient to prove that life was extinct. 
Death had not long taken place, because the extrem- 
ities were still warm. With the assistance of Police- 
Sergeant Kirby and Police-Coustable Thane the 
body was removed in an ambulance to the mortuary, 
and it was not until the unfortunate woman's 
clothes were removed that the horrible nature of 
the attack which had been made upon her was fully 
revealed. The instrument with which the wounds 
were inflicted must have been as sharp as a razor, 
and used with the utmost ferocity. Тһе murdered 
woman was about forty-five years of age, and 
5ft. 2in. in height. She had a dark complexion, 
brown eyes, aud brown hair (turning grey). At the 
time of her death she was wearing a brown ulster, 
fastened with seven large metal buttons, with the 
figure of а horse and a man standing by its side 
stamped thereon. She had on a brown linsey frock 
and a grey woollen petticoat, with flannel under- 
clothing, close ribbed brown stays, black woollen 
stockings, side-spring boots, and black straw bonnet 
trimmed with black velvet. The mark “ Lambeth 
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three or four years ago, and after a few words she 
left him. Не did not know what she did afterwards. 
She was not particularly sober, and that was why 
they did not agree. The deceased had had five 
children, of whom the eldest, a young man, was 
twenty-one years old, and the youngest eight. The 
eldest was living with the witness, and the other four 
children with their father. 


THE HUSBAND’S RECOGNITION.

He removed one element of doubt in the case—i.e., 
whether she had been assaulted and her teeth knocked 
out, as stated, prior to being murdered. ‘The absence 
of the front teeth was, he said, of old stauding.

A FATHER'S SAD STORY. 


Last Saturday afternoon Mr. Wynne Baxter, 
Coroner for East Middlesex, opened the inquest at 
the Working Lads' Institute, Whitechapel. 

Edward Walker, an old man, residing at 16, Maid- 
wood-street, Albany-road, Camberwell, said that he 
was formerly a smith. To the best of his belief the 
body at the mortuary was that of his daughter, whom 
he had not seen for three years. He recognised it 
by the general appearance, the loss of some front 
teeth, and a small mark on the forehead, caused 
when the deceased was а child. She was forty-two 
years old. About twenty-two years ago she was 
married to а man named William Nicholis, who was 
still alive. He was a printer's machinist. Не and 
the deceased had been living apart for seven or eight 
years. The witness last heard of his daughter last 
Easter, when she wrote him the following letter, 
from a house in Wandsworth in which she had just 
before obtained a situation as domestic servant :— 

I just write to say you will be glad to know that I am 
settled in my new place, and going on all right up to now. 
My people went out yesterday, and have not returned, so I 
am left in charge. It is a grand place inside, with trees and 
gardens back and front. АП has been newly done up. They 
are teetotallers and religious, so I ought to get on. "They 
are very nice people, and I have not too much to do. I hope 
you are all right and the boy has work. So good-by for the 
present.—From yours truly, Potty.

ARAB SLAVE-1RADERS. 

Ovr Illustration of an Arab Ambush will help 
our readers the better to realise the scenes 
described by the Correspondent of the Times, 
who wrote from Quillimane, on July 9, furnish- 
ing interesting particulars of how British mis- 
sionaries, carrying their lives in their hands, are 
bravely fighting against the ruthless Arab slave- 
traders on Lake Nyassa. 


BRITISH PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 

We learn from this source that twenty-six 
gallant Britons, at the head of nearly 400 natives 
armed with rifles, had gathered at Karonga. 
“Тһе Arab attack on Karonga was the first act 
of the present struggle—the events that im- 
mediately succeeded the Karonga siege, for they 
are somewhat out of date. The arrival of the 
Consul for the district, Consul Hawes, was the 
occasion of a general council, at which it was 
determined to attack the stockade of the leading 
Arab Mlozi (who had been sent up by his fellows 
as the Sultan of the Konde country), and the 
alliance of the Wa-Mwamba, who had aided us 
so effectually at Karonga, was again sought ond 
gained for this purpose. 

“The attack was made on Dec. 23, but it 
was only partially successful. It was made, 
unfortunately, with a weakened force, the 
steamer being absent, and some of the party 
down with fever and dysentery. ~ By а successful 
rush the stockade was forced, but the whites who 
entered it were not properly supported—the Wa- 
Mwamba allies thinking on this occasion only sf 
loot—and two of them (Messrs. J. Moir and A. 
Sharpe) being shot down, retreat became neces- 
sary. The effect of the assault was, however, 
good. | 

ATTACK ON THE SECOND ARAB 

STOCKADE. 

A pacific mission of the acting Consul, Rev. 
C. P. Johnson, and Mr. Buchanan haying failed, 
it was resolved to “ try conclusions” a second 
time with the slave-driving Arabs. The stockade 
now to be attacked was very formidable. “АП 
being ready, extra ammunition was served ot, 
and on the morning of April 10 the attacking 
party moved out of Karonga station. It was the 
largest force hitherto assembled in the country, 
and consisted of eight whites, 275 natives armed 
with guns, and a huge following of Wa-Nkonde 
refugees armed with bows and arrows and spears. 
The village first to be attacked, and whose de- 
fences I have just described, was that of Salema, 
the nearest of the hostile Arabs. . . . 

** Instantly we came into range there opened 
à well-directed fire from the stockade upon our 
whole line. From the erow's-nest, too, which 
overlooked our approach, a nasty fire was poured. 
We replied with our heavy rifles and elephant 
guns upon the stockade, while some of our best 
Shots, with Martini and other long-range rifles, 
applied themsblves vigorously to answering the 
fire from the crow's-nest.

** But at this moment a sortie was made from 
Kopa-Kopa’s village on our left, and, in the 
words of another correspondent, ‘a miserable 
scare was created among the mass of our native 
hangers-on in that direction, and they began to 
fall back in flight.’ Though Mr. Monteith at 
once went off with a number of our best boysand 
succeeded in driving back Kopa-Kopa’s men, the 
panic, though temporary, had its inevitable eifect, 
and our men would not come up as well as 
before. While urging his men forward Frederic 
Moir received a ball in the right arm above the 
elbow, which badly shattered the bone, and he 
was obliged to be led off the field. 

** Retreat was now decided upon, and, though 
it was orderly, nothing more than а partial 
success can be claimed; for the Arabs, though 
burnt out of one village, were left in actual 
possession of the field. It was very disappoint- 
ing, for, as a third correspondent writes me, * had 
Frederic Moir not becn shot down, I am sure that 
in ten minutes more we should have carried the 
stockade.’ A muster at Karonga showed that, 
though no one had been killed, over thirty of our 
blacks had been wounded. My next will, I trust, 
bear you news of their complete success, and of 
the tranquilisation of the country."
